PICKED 
UP UNHURT 


Philadelphia, Oct. 12.—Marshall 
E. 


Reid, the aviator, and Henry C. Mustin, 
lieutenant comander of the navy who 
left Cape May Point yesterday for this 
city in a hydro-aeroplane and for whose 
safety 
apprehension was 
felt, were 


picked up by a Philadelphia police boat. 
The 
hydro-aeroplane 
fell 
into 
the 


Maurice river and was wrecked. Reid 
and his companion were not hurt. 


A telegram received from Commander 


•Mustin said the motor exploded but the 
hydro-aeroplane was not seriously dam- 
aged and landed in the river. 
Some 


hours afterward an' oyster patrol boat 
discovered the plight of the two avia- 
tors and took them on board. 


Tells of Thrilling Escape. 


.Reid, in a telephone talk, told of the 


thrilling escape from death of himself 
and Commander Mustin. He said: 


'We left Cape May with everything 


working fine, intending to sail over the 
Delaware bay and river to Philadelphia 
navy yard, 85 miles away. 
At 2:05 


o'clock • yesterday. when we were about 
12 miles from Cape .May, flying about 
150 feet in the air and making 'forty 
miles an hour the engine behind us ex- 
ploded. The four cylinders blew out to- 
gether. The aeroplane caught fire and 
we dropped like a stone. 
Right down 


into Delaware bay we went, but the 
flames were extinguished by the waves. 
The Pontoons kept us afloat, and we 
drifted around in the bay for fifteen 
hours and 
forty minutes. 
Then we 


bumped into a stake driven into the 
bottom of the bay to indicate the po- 
sition of an oyster bed and we made 
fast to it and waited- for daybreak. 
We were picked up and landed by an 
oyster patrol boat, which also took the 
wrecked machine ashore. 
Both Mustin 


and I escaped without a scratch. 


"The only explanation I can give for 


the accident is that the gasoline used 
was of a too high quality. 
The -pon- 


toons saved our lives and proves that 
hydroplanes are much safer than the 
ordinary flying machines. If that -ac- 
cident had happened over land there is 
nothing in the world that could have 
saved us."

NO. 1.—THE OLD ORFF FLOURING 


MILL ON WEST MAIN STREET. 


Many of-the readers of The Sentinel 


will recognze the old mill shown in the 
accompanying picture and be able to 
call it by nuinc without glancing at the 
line underneath. It is, or rather was, a 
landmark of the canal daya, standing 
for many years after that waterway 
was abandoned. It waa in the pathway 
of the old canal, now being traversed 
through the city by the Mckel Plate 
railroad, one of the bridges of which, 
crossing the St. Mary's river, i> seen, 
ii this old picture sctne. 


The mill in the picture is the old Orff 


flouring mill that until about ten .years 
ago stood on the north side of '\Vest 
Main street and along the east side of 
the St. Mary's river. The scene is a 
new as taken from the West Main 
street bridge some years before the old 
mill was dismantled to give way to the 
residence buildings that 
followed its 


disappearance. 


It does not,' however, give a picture of 


the mill, as it was in the pioneer days, 
for the change from water to steam as 
the motive 
power 
for 
its operation 


brought a transformation of the build- 
ing. But the mill in the pit-Sire is the 
one best remembered by th,e old-timers 
of the present 
day—"the ' old stone 


mill," as it was called. 


The companion "picture presented in 


this article is a view of the locality of 
this old mill as it appears today, the 
reproduction of a photo taken by The 
Sentinel photographer. 
The article is 


the first of a picture series that The 
Sentinel purposes publishing along the 
same line, showing various localities in 
Fort Wayne as they used to appear and 
as they appear now. 
. 


One of the First. 


The Orff mill was one of the first 


flouring mills, in the city and county. It 
was'built in 1843 by' Samuel Edsall, 
who began its operation, but soon aft- 
erward took in Milforrl Smith as a 
partner, and in ISafi it was sold to Orff. 
Armstrong & Lacy. 
By tlie death of 


Mr. Lacy and the retirement from the 
partnership of Mr. Armstrong a short 
time afterward, the senior partner. John 
Orff. became the sole owner and tbe 
mill took bis name. 


Mr. Orff, managed tbe business him- 


self for many years, finally with his 
advancing age turning the business over 
to his sons, John, jr., Chas. E. and 
Montgomery Orff. 
In its later years 


the name was changed to the Empire 
mills. 


The operation of the mill was con- 


tinued until about 
a 
year after the 


death of Mr. John Orff, in 1896, and 
theu in the course of time it and what 
was known as the mill site, were sold 
and the old mill was torn down. Then 
began the change of this mill property 
into the residence and business district 
it is today—for on the site, besides sev- 
eral residences, there are a bakery, a 
grocery .R meat market and a coal and 
wood yard. 


As stated above, 
the mill in the 


earlier years of its history was *.perat- 
cd by water as the motive power. This

Mary's nt about the point shown in the 
picture, where the Nickel Plate bridge 
spans the river. 


East of the mill was the forebay, the 


water wheel. This forebay was a body 
of water something like UK) by 150 feet. 
Long after the abandonment of water as 
a power this basin was filled up with 
dirt. .The mill stood on the east banks 
of the St. Mary's river and about 150 
feet from Main street. With recard to

West Main. It is often spoken of 


as "the old mill pond.1' 


As It Looks Now. 


The old resident of Fort Wayne, com- 


ing back to the city after an absence 
of fifteen or twenty years and looking 
for old familiar scenes, would look in 
vain for this old mill and its site as he 
remembered it, and being pointed out 
to him he would exclaim. "How won- 
derful the change!" And such is indeed 
the case. 


At present built on this old mill site, 


first, starting from -the river bank and 
going cast, is the two-story frame build- 
ing. 1045 AVest Main, of Andrew O'Melia, 
used as a residence and bakery. Then 
come the properties of Charles' Pichon.

•walked' in the light,;came- to -the little 
mountain to' bring their gratitude- and 
glory into it. 
They. turned to M/mti- 


cello- to pay a pilgrimage to the author 
of .the'Declaration ,'of American Inde- 
pendence. 


It --was 'then .that Monticello'•became ,a 


Mecca'-for-' people.'of all races and creeds 
—a Mecca that will endure-as long as 
Monticello stands. The number of tour- 
ists visiting Monticello each year is es-

never stops at' Charlottsville' that people

"On July 13, 1878,'Mr. Jefferson Levy 


wrote Secretary of State Evarts that 
some of his family who-owned interests 
in Monticello had expressed opinions 
antagonistic to -the spirit of congress,

monument; that they were unwilling 
to cedes^jiny of their 
rights to 
the 


ground' and the control of the place. 
He wrote that > the grave and its sur 


erson had reserved to themselves the 
family grave-yard with free access- to 
same. And she wrote that members of 
the family were willing to give a quit- 
claim deed to the grave of Thomas Jef- 
erson demanded by resolution of con- 
gress, with condition that his remains 
never be removed. But that would nec- 
ssarily take a.long time, as many of 
he heirs were children, and guardians 
must' be appointed.

Before going to Maine Dr. Bliss wa; 


for five years assistant to Dr. Fernald

the world, so that Dr. Bliss brings to 
Fort Wayne an extensive practical ex- 
perience as well as a knowledge of med- 
icine which has been deemed of great 
importance in the caring for dependents 
of this type. Dr. Bliss is a graduate of 
Dartmouth Medical college, and is 40 
years of age. lie is married, and Mrs.

Half way be- 
tween the ends of the'proposed drive is 
the new Tennessee avenue bridge, with a 
street leading from the west approach 
into Lawton park. 


Tills new and extremely attractive 


structure is receiving the finishing touches 
and will soon be thrown open to traffic. 
Until Tennessee avenue has been estab- 
lished and improved it will not be of 
great public sen-ice, but this will be 
cared for in another summer, and if the 
driveway follows there will be no more 
attractive place in the confines of the 
city. 


The advantages are multiple.' 
First 


there is the sordid consideration of ad- 


vanced property valuations that always 
enter largely into every public improve- 
ment. 
That they will be increased in 


proportion to the expenditure goes with- 
out saying. 


And even if this was not held out there 


is probably not a property owner who 
will be assessed to pay for the driveway 
but that will look upon its beauties and 
point out to the visitor that he'has an 
individual interest in it and that he has 
not only provided for himself and his

S the fabled lotus, flower of mystery 


and emblem-of immortality, rises on 
its slender stem in wondrous fairness 
and beauty from the mire, so has the 
unique Rice Institute, which is to be 
open this week in Houston, Texas, 
with its magnificent buildings and 


splendid opportunities, qsen on the stem of fate from 
the hardships of pioneer life, drudging devotion to sor- 
lid business details, the absence of everything that 
makes life pleasant and lovely, and, last of all, from a 
frewsome tragedjjt—the murder of the founder of the 
Institute, William Marsh Rice. 


In 1839 young Rice left his home, in the old Com- 


monwealth of Massachusetts, for Texas, then an out- 
post of civilization, attracting soldiers of fortune, ad- 
venturers, all sorts of men who wanted to better their 
condition or to flee from trouble at home. 
Many of 


these men were rough and wild, few of them were 
bound by conventions or restraint of any kind. Money 
was easily made and by many as easily lost. Young 
Rice, of Massachusetts, was of the class, however, who 
made money but did not lose it. He sold to cowboys, 
miners, adventurers whatever they wanted to buy and 
took his payment in whatever they had to give in ex- 
change. 
As the country grew and more people came 


into the territory he developed his various lines of 
business. 
From 
general store to oil, cotton and 


finance, in the more than half century that he was as- 
sociated with Texas, he kept abreast of the widening 
and multiplyinj business opportunities, always making 
money in his ventures, but never living like a rich man. 
When the civil war broke out Rice went to Mexico and 
there bought blo'ckaded cotton and sent it to Europe. 


. It is estimated tha^ he made a million dollars in that 


way. At the close of the war he went back to Texas 
and began to-lend money and get an interest in 
banking. 


He was ready to go into the railroad business when 


It began to develop in Texas. He joined the projectors 
of the Houston and Texas Central Railroad and went to 
New York-to get financial aid tor it. 
All of the kinds 


: of business in which he engaged prospered. 
He was 


called a lucky man and a hard one. He made his home 
In Houston most of the time until the last few years of 
his life, when he lived in-New-York, but in neither

ways made money and'never spent much, but no one 
had any idea of how- great his fortune was nor was 
there a hint of what he would do with it. • Probably he 
did not know himself, and it must have been an object 
of anxiety-to him. The idea of using.it to endow an in- 
stitution that would practically keep intact the great 
fortune that he-had built up and memorialize his name 
:ame to him almost by accident. - 


About twenty years ago'^several citizens of Houston 


approached Mr. Rice with a request that he build for 
the city iri which he had'made the most of'his money 
a new-high school. He refused, but from this petition 
I new idea came to .the lonely old man. 
He confided 


to a few friends some months later that he would build 
i much larger and more important institution than a. 
high school for the benefit of the city and State. He 
was a childless widower. There was none of his kith 
or kin whom he desired to enrich and the institution 
of learning was a happy thought. It would tie up the 
money that he had amassed and hoarded and connect 
It with his personality. 


He named the men to whom he confided his ideas- 


is trustees, and in 1891: they organized and the futurt 
Institute-was incorporated under a broad charter. It 
was to be.devoted to the 'advancement of literature, 
-icience and.art and to be absolutely non-sectarian and 
non-political. 
As a nucleus for the endowment fund 


Mr. Rice made over an interest bearing note of 
$200,000. 
It was no part of the purpose of the 


founder that the institute should become a great col- 
lege during his lifetime. -, It was to be'his legatee, not 
Jo displace him while he retained his powers. 


Then he went to New York and lived almost the life 


of a recluse in an apartment house in Madison, avenue. 
He came.more nearly making a companion of his valet, 
Charles Jones, than .of any one else. 
Now and then 


business.associates called upon him and occasionally a 
relative, or' 'connection" by marriage, but such visits 
apparently were:not encouraged. Mr. Rice frequently 
cooked his own meals arid in every way managed his 
affairs ~in his own way, which was not at all that of 
most men of'wealth.. The news that he had been 
murdered, in 1900, caused a sensation. 
This was in- 


tensified by the arrest of Albert-T. Patrick, who had 
been his attorney in his successful effort to prevent 
the relatives of his second wife'from getting that part 
of his estate that she had left them under a Texas law 
permitting a wife to'will away her. share of her hus- 
band's .estate. The will that Patrick offered for probate, 
drawn in 1900, made him the residuary legatee, but 
gave to relatives mentioned in the earlier will a larger • 
share in the estate and also included in it some persons 
not mentioned in that will." Patrick fought desperately 
to establish this will and to. defend himself against the 
murder charge brought agiinst him. 
In.spite of his 


efforts,• however, Jones, the valet,, who had been 
arrested with Patrick; made two confessions implicating 
the lawyer.and he was convicted and sentenced to 
death. This penalty.was commuted, however, to im- 
prisonment for life. 
At intervals since then Patrick 


has spent much of his time in prison making use of 
air his legal knowledge and acumen to free himself 
and has spent a fortune in his unavailing efforts. 


The will, in which he was made the residuary legatee and 


which -gave only a comparatively small sum to the Rice In- 
ititate, J2SO,000, was declared a forgery andr what was called 
the "Texas will," which nude the institute the residuary 
legatee, was pronounced valid. Years were consumed in the 
lititatkm, and during that time many persons came for- 


ward claiming to be relatives of Rice and 
demanding a share of his estate. The widow 
of his physician also asked for S5o,000v 
and there were other claimants. 
The set- 


tlement of the will was deferred until after 
the conclusion of the criminal case, and it 
then went through the various courts until 
a decision was rendered by the 
highest 


tribunal-jn thi.State. 
It is said that more 


than 1800,000 was consumed in litigation. 


Thus was the soil prepared for the de- 


velopment of the lotus, and the stalk began 
to push upward. 
Eight million dollars be- 


came available for the Rice Institute, of Houston, 
Texas. About half of this was, according to the 
terms of the will, to be available for equipment 
and the remainder for endowment. The trustees 
began to turn the non-productive properties of 
the estate into income bearing investments, 
meanwhile calling Dr. Edgar Odell Lovett, 
of'Princeton University, to their aid in car- 
rying out the long postponed p-oject of the 
founder. In preparation for his work Dr. Lovett 
visited all the great institutions of learning of the 
world, returning in 1909 from a year's study of-insti- 
tutions, extending from England to Japan. Meanwhile 
the funds in the hands of the trustees had increased to 
about 110,000,000. 


William Marsh Rice had lived plainly, at times almost 


roughly, in Houston. The institute that was to bear his 
name was to have every advantage that could contribute 
to its beauty as well as to its efficiency. On the extension 
of Houston's main thoroughfare, three miles from the 
centre of the city. 300 acres were purchased as the site 


of the institute, the lotus flower of this strange whim of 
fortune. 
In the words of the trustees, "they now entered 


upon their idea-with no lower ambition than to establish 
on the campus of the institute a group-of-buildings, con- 


spicuous alike for their beauty and utility, which should 
stand not only as a worthy monument to the founder's 
philanthropy but aiso as a distinct contribution to the 
architecture of our country." 


The architects were bidden not to fauild for the immedi- 


ate needs .of the institute, but to make a general archi- 
tectural design which should embody in the course of 
coming years the realization of the educational scheme that 
has been adopted for the institute. The most attractive 
elements of Spain. Italy and France have been worked out 


in the buildings so far erected, and those that will be built 
in the future will harmonize with them. 


The Administration Building, one of the first to be com- 


pleted, teveils the influence of the earliest periods of the 


Mediterranean countries—vaulted Byzantine cloister, Dalma- 


lior. is - Greek quotation in 
Byzantine lettering:—"Rather," 
said Democritus, "would 1 dis- 
cover the cause of one fact than 
become King of the Persians." 
To the Texas students who 
come hither to enjoy the boun- 
ty of the mysterious old man 
who made his fortune in ths 
crude days of early Texas and 
Eave it for the refinement of 
future generations this motto 
is full of suggestion. 


Pupils of both sexes will be 


admitted, with no' charge for 
tuition and no payment of fees, to 
all the courses in pure and ap- 
plied science'and to the courses 
in the humanities and general 
cultur.. 
Rooms in the resi- 


dential halls and board at the 
commons will be furnished at 
the actual cost of provision and 
maintenance. 


To inaugurate this wonderful 


programme a great academic 
festival will be held October 10 
to 12 inclusive, to which dele- 
gates have been invited from thi 
universities, colleges, scientific 
foundations and learned soci- 
eties of the world.

evil spirit to be his playmate; and be 
who neither works nor plays is a work- 
shop for Satan. If the devil catch u maa 
idle, he will set him to work, liiul him 
tools, and before long pay him wages. 
Is not this where the drunkenness mini's 
from which fills our towns and villngcd 
with misery? 


Idleness is the key of beggary and the 


root of all evil. 
Fellows have 
two 


stomachs for eating and drinking when 
they have no stomach for work. That 
little hole just under the nose swallows 
up in idle hours that money which should 
put clothes on the children's backs and 
bread on the cottage table. 
We have 


God's word for It that "the drunkard and 
the glutton shall come to poverty," nnd 
to show the connection between them, it 
is said in the same verse, "anil i!rowsi:

I will 
have a say about that matter); but I 
am sure there is plenty of room for com- 
plaint against some among the working 
people, too. especially upon this matter 
of 
slotbfnlness. 
You 
know we

obliged to plough with such cattle as we 
have found for us: but when I am set 
to work with some men. I'd as soon drive 
a team of snails, or go -out rabbit-hunting 
with a dead ferret. 
Why. you might 


sooner get blood out of a gatepost, or 
juice out of a cork, than work out of 
some of them; and yet they arc always 
talking about their rights." I wish Jltey 
would give an eye to "their own'wrongs, 
nnd not lean on the plough-handles. 
Lazy lic-a-beds arc not workingmen at 
all. any more ttejn pigs are bullocks, or 
thistles apple trc*. All arc not hunters 
that wear red coats, and nil are not 
worfcingmen who call themselves so.

ployers keep so many cats who catch no 
mice.

you and make your flesh crawl' to see 
them all day creeping over a cabbage 
leaf. "lave and let live," say I, but I 
don't include sluggards in that license; 
for they who will not work, neither let 
them eat. 


litre, perhaps, is tiie proper place to 


say that some of the higher classes, as 
they are called, set a shamefully bad ex- 
ample in this respect.

which they weary out their diivs." I'd 
sooner by half bend my back double with 
hard work than be a jack-a-dandy, with 
nothing to do but look in the glass and 
see in it a fellow who never put a single 
potato into the nation's pot, but took a 
(!<iod many out. Let me drop on these 
Surrey hills, worn out like my master's 
old brown marc, soner than ent broad 
old brown mare, sooner than cat broad 
nn honorable death than live a good-for- 
nothing life. 
ISetter get into iny coflin 


than be dead-and-alive, a man whose life 
is a blank. 


However, it is not much ease that lazy 


people get by all their scheming, for they 
always take the most pains in the end. 
They will not mend the thatch, nnd so 
(hey will have to build a new cottage. 
They will not put the horse in the curt, 
and so have to drag it themselves. If 
they were wine they would do their work 
well, so aa to save doing it twice; nnd 
tug hard while they are in harness, so as 
to get the work out of the way. ^^y ad- 
vice is, if you don't like-hard work,'just 
pitch into it, settle it off, and have your 
turn ;it rest. 


1 wish all religious people would take 


this matter under tlieir consideration, 
for some professors are amazingly lazy, 
and make sad work for the tongues of 
the wicked. I think a godly ploughman 


cur rr DOWN 


ought to be the best man in the field, 
and let uo team beat him. When we are 
at work, we ought to be at it, and not 
stop the plough to talk, even though the 
talk may be about religion; for then we 
not only rob our employers of our own 
time, but of the time of the aorses, too.

Dying, He Thought of 


Mother. 


Henry L. McGoey, jr., who was 
a 


switchboard operator for the New York, 
Westchcster and Boston railway at Jit. 
Vernon, X. Y., was sent to ground the 
wires of the electric power system so 
that painters could work on them. As 
ho was climbing down from an anchor 
bridge, a wire he carried came in con- 
tact with one of the overhead wires car- 
rying 11,000 volts. He was thrown to 
the ground, his clothing afire, both hands 
and arms and right leg burned to tho 
bone. He was rushed in an ambulance to 
the nearest hospital, where, in a short 
time, he died. He had. during the years 
spent in perfecting himself as an elec- 
trician, lived with his parents and seven 
brothers and sisters in New Rochclle, 
near by. It was a sad enough thing to 
see the life of a young man of twenty, 
with the tides of life running strong, 
snuffed out so suddenly. In dealing with 
the dangerous electric current managers 
should see to it that better precautions 
are taken than were with, this young 
man. It was atill more sorrowful to see 
a young man whose wages aided in th« 
support of a large family taken away. 
But the young man's death was the more 
lamentable because 
of hia admirable 


qualities and beautiful spirit that would1 


so have honored his life and blessed his 
loved ones and his fellow men. Out of 
the terrible darkness of this, tragedy this 
beautiful spirit expressed itself. Though 
suffering intolerable anguish, he clenched 
his teeth and did not utter a complaint 
until he died. He told the 'physician the 
reason he did not groan or cry out with 
the pain was because he was afraid it 
would disturb the other patients. 
The 


first thing he said when he reached the 
hospital was: "Don't let my mother 
know anything about this. She is sick, 
and if she does it will make her much 
worse. 
Please don't tell. her." 
That 


boy's mother trained him right. What- 
ever Sunday school-or church he attend- 
ed, he had learned in the school of Christ, 
and has caught his spirit. From our 
side of the river we call such a going out 


of a life a sad thing, a horrible tragedy; 
from the other side of the river and from 
those on this 
side 
with 
eyes 
keen 


enough, such a death is only the passing 
over into -wider fields of activity, beauty 
and enjoyment.—Christian Herald.

(From the Continent.) 


This passage recounts one of Jesus' 


numerous encounters with the lawyers 
and Pharisees. He had not long been en- 
gaged in his Galilean ministry when, the 
reports of his popularity with the people 
of this northern province reached -the 
leaders at Jerusalem and excited their 
alarm and opposition. 
More than a 


year before the time of this present les- 
son we find representatives of the scribes 
and Pharisees present at the healing of 
the paralytic let down through the roof, 
and criticising tho acts and words of 
Jesus. From that time on they had used 
every opportunity.to oppose and discredit 
him. 
The 
constant coupling of the 


scribes (lawyers) with the Pharisees in 
tho gospels is due to the fact that most 
of the scribes were members 
of 
the 


Pharisaic party. 


The present complaint, that of eatino- 


with unwashen hands (v. 2), had refer° 
once not to physical but to ceremonial 
iinclennbness, and is a good illustration 
of the sort of quibbling charges mnde bv 
these enemies. A hint of the stringent 
precautions taken to escape this defile- 
ment is given in verses 3 and 4. :N 
7o pre- 


tense is mada that these washings (the 
ridiculously elaborate details of which 
may be found in Eilersheim's Life of 
Christ, volume 2. pages 11-12) were in- 
joined by the law, which provided for 
purification only from actual and known 
defilement; they were the "traditions of 
the elders." designed to provide against 
any unclcanlincss which might have been 
unconsciously contracted. 
Jesus Exposes the Insincerity of His 


Accusers. 


Jesus first addressed himself to the 


complainants themselves, and his wither- 
ing words made short work of them and 
their pretensions. His defense was an 
attack. He accused them of the same 
insincerity as their 
ancestors 
whom. 


Isaiah denounced (vs. 0-7), and applied 
to them the words of the prophet (Is 
29:13). 
They honored God with their 


lips, but not with their hearts. Their 
attempt to substitute ceremonial observ- 
ances for the moral requirements of God 
was worse than useless. 
He cited a 


scandalous example of the use of one of 
these "precepts of men" for the purpose 
of actually defeating the commandment 
of God (vs. 10-13). 


Properly, "corban" signified an offering 


to God. But the rabbinic tradition did 
not require that anything so designated 
should actually be given to sacred uses. 
It might be held by the owner for his 
continued use and enjoyment, while the 
fact that it hnd been thus "devoted" 
served as a pretext for refusing its use 
for the benefit of anyone else, even of 
parents. The rabbis held that the hon; 
ormg of father and mother enjoined by 
the law did not require that they should 
be permitted to benefit from that which 
bad been pronounced "corban." One may 
imagine the scorn with which Jesus de- 
nounced this rank hypocrisy in those 
who were so zealou* for ceremonial 


•tions. "And many such like things, ye 
do,"-was his final shaft. 
Jesus 
Makes ' His 
Defense 
Not 
to 


Pharisees,'But to People. 


Not only the twelve, but apparently a 


large number of other persons, were in- 
terested listeners to this 
controversy. 


Doubtless many of these were his fol- 
lowers; some, perhaps, were wavering, 
while others'may-have sympathized with 
the Pharisees. Possibly it was after the 
retirement of the" crestfallen accusers that 
Jesus gathered his multitude about him. 
He had not deigned to make to the Phari- 
sees a specific defense of "uawashen 
hands," but he was unwilling that any 
of his hearers should be deceived. "Hear 
! me all of you, and understand,"' he said. 
"Real defilement is not from without, 
but from within; it is not physical, but 
moral" (vs. 14-15). 


That many of those who heard him 


remained puzzled, despite his admonition 
to understand, seems evident from the 
action of the twelve, who, when they had 
retired with him to the privacy of the 
bouse, asked him to explain his meaning 
more fully (v. 17). "Can you fail to 
understand anything so plain ?" he asked. 
"Do you not see that real defilement is 
not of the body,' but of the heart? The 
food a man eats, even though, eaten with 
unwashen hands, could not make his 
heart impure. It simply nourishes his 
body, and passes away. But it is an evil 
heart that really defiles a man—a heart 
from which come base thoughts 
and 


wicked actions. These things come from 
within, and not from without, and it is 
they which proclaim a man to be evil" 
(vs. 18-23). 


The writer of the gospel, recording this 


saying of Jesus'a generation later, in- 
terprets it as declaring that, despite any 
lormer prohibitions, choice of food should 
be based solely on. its fitness to give bod- 
ily sustenance (v. 19). 
Jesus Will Answer the Questions of Sin- 


cere Inquirers. 


In a far different manner had Jesus, on 


a former-occasion answered the honestly 
perplexed followers of John the Baptist 
when tbey came seeking to know why the 
disciples of Jesus did not fast, while in 
this John's disciples followed the prac- 
tice of the Pharisees. The answer wag 
given in parables, but it was a true and 
patient answer to an honest question 
(Matt 9:14-17; Mark 2:18-22: Luke 
5:33-39).

of soft wooded subjects, provided it 
be of good quality and free from in- 
jurious fungoid growths. 


The production of roots In young 


plants of this description is induced 
and accelerated with more certainty 
by planting in this material than by 
the use of any other. 


The-quality of leaf mould depends 


very materially upon the *ort of leaves j 
composing it and In the manner of 
preparation adopted.

It is found trom experience that i 


the best leaves are those collected | 
from a wood or other place where the 
principal trees are beech and oak. and 
where their leaves fall over a large 
surface each year, and naturally decay 
slowly, until those' beneath the sur- 
face become changed into a light 
mould. 


In such Instances such leaf mould 


cannot be obtained on account of the 
necessary removal of the leaves *.o 
preserve tidiness: but, on the other 
hand, its importance and additional 
value over that artificially prepared is 
not sufficiently recognized 
In many 


places where quantities might be ob- 
tained In woods. 


Leaf mould of good quality may be 


used to the extent of about one-third 
in' composts for azaleas, greenhouse 
rhododendrons, and many fine-rooted, 
hard-wooded plants of. this descrip- 
tion.

FILLING THE SILO. 


Before it is time to fill the silo it 


should be examined and if a stave silo 
the hoops should be tightened and the 
doors numbered so that each door will 
fit properly in Its place as soon as the 
silo is filled up that far. All of these 
things should be attended to before the 
crew and machines begin to work, for 
it makes an expensive delay to stop 
all hands and do a little tinkering that 
could as well have been avoided by a 
little work at 
some- more favorable 


time. We" figure that It costs us about 
$60 or $70 a day when we are filling 
our slips and plan to make every man's 
time count as much as possible. 


We make a practice of starting one 


corn binder cutting the day before fill- 
ing time and then'keep two binders 
cutting while the' corn is being run In- j 
to the silo. We do not like to get too 
much corn on the ground before ws 
begin filling, owing to the danger of 
rains and unfavorable weather. • 


When the corn Is convenient to 'the 


silo we employ four teams to haul the 
corn to the cutter and four extra men 
in the field to hand the bundles up to 
the1 drivers. 
One man Is kept at the 


cutting machine to assist the feeder 
and to save the strings that are used 
to bind the bundles. This we do as- a 
matter of precaution more than to 
save the strings for there have been

GATHERING FLOWER SEEDS 


The first objection made to saving are ready to be laid away for'the 


one's own seed is that flowers born 
after seed "pods are allowed to form 
will not be as large and beautiful as 
those gathered earlier. This Is true 
of some plants, but not of all, and 
flowers born late in the season are 
seldom as fine as those appearing first 
on the plant even though no seeds 
are allowed to mature. 


Then, there are many plants that 


are really benefited by being allowed 
to bear seeds and so the amateur 
florist has little reason for depending 
upon others for her seeds when there 
were plenty In her own garden, had 
she only appreciated the fact. 


Some people allow their morning 


glories to seed themselves, but this is 
the lazy woman's way, and results 
obtained would be much better had 
she attended to the saving and the 
seeding herself. 


In order'to do this begin watching 


the vine early in the year and when 
you find a particularly large blossom 
or one of lovely tint, tie a bit of twine 
around its stem just below the flower. 
This bit of twine need not be more 
than an inch in length and will be 
entirely hidden by the foliage. AE the 
seed pod grows watch it carefully, 
and when a dark brown -be sure -to

dull, the temperature fall low and 
the bird will-die.

If a'hen Is suffering from .inflam-

NEW CHINA LIKES AMERICAN SWEATERS 


ITH the institution of the republic 
in. China came many changes, but 
one of the most peculiar of these 


nd one with no mean significance was 
ic call for a new cut in sweaters. China 
d not go to Paris for her styles, but to 
an Francisco, and. unconsciously, for 
heir manufacture, to Brooklyn. 


San Francisco boasts a firm of traders 


with" a thorough knowledge of the peculiar 
•workings of Oriental commerce, built up 


y years of experience, which also brought 
with it the confidence of the Chinese. 
These people are practically the only ex- 


ortcrs of sweaters from the United States 
o China, and it was to them that appeal 
was made by those in China who had 
ntcrest in tbe matter o£ a change when 
a new style was wanted. 


With the unusual growth, since the over- 
brow oi the ilanchus, of »• desire for 
Suropean dress in those parts o£ China 
more constantly in contact with Europe 
ans came the need, for with the native 
dress an entirely different design 
is 


wanted. Naturally the result of coining 
to the United States for ideas was tha 
the influence of designs here was felt, 
an article entirely American, with the ex 
ccption of color, was selected. 


With the ample trousers, the tunic o 


coat—also cut with an eye to comfort- 
has been the costume of the Chinese for 
so many centuries that lie thinks none 


else necessary. 
Made of cotton: or silk 


and latterly of woolen' materials, .these 
two articles o£ wearing apparel have 
answered all requirements; in summer 
only a thin, suit being worn—sometimes 
only the trousers—and in winter, coat 
put on over coat until the desired thick- 
ness and warmth was reached. 
This 


many-coated habit, made possible by the 
oose cut, is now the national thennom- 
ter, the degree ot cold being designated 


ly the number of coats worn. 
Instead of hearing that it was five de- 


grees above zero, one hears that it was 
a "three-coat oold day"' or a "five-coat 
cold day."

Tkis land 'a 
part of a purchase made by the govern- 
ment from a company to wbkh » subsidy 
in land was voted for building a railway 
some twenty years ago.
